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EXPLANATION
10 This bill provides that a traffic accident involving the
11 operation of a motor vehicle by a law enforcement officer or a
12 reserve peace officer shall be reported to the state
13 department of transportation by the law enforcement officer”s
14 employer or the reserve peace officer®s employer. The
15 employer shall certify to the department whether or not the
16 accident occurred in the line of duty while operating an
17 official government vehicle.
